ROBBERY AND MURDER. 

A Convict Makes a Confession That May 
Leiul to tho I'unlBhment of a Series 
of Crimes. 

San FuANOisoo, March 30,— The police 
authorities here were notified to day that 
W. H.' lildwards, a oonvlct now serving a 

term in Folaom for a robbery committed in 
this city, haa confosaod to Warden Ault 
that he (Edwards), Horace Black, and a 
man named Schercliffo, now in the Nebraska 
penitentiary for robbery, and a foarth in- 
dividual, whose name has not bein dis- 
closed, robbed a jewelry store in Sacramento 
of several tbonsand dollars worth of 
diamonds end jewelry last February, and 
that they took the plunder across the river 
into a saloon and there divided it. Black 
and Edwards went to San Francisco and 
buried their share of the diamonds in 
Golden Gate park. Black, however, some- 
time later returned and removed tho gcma, 
making off with his partners' share as well 
as his own. Edwards, being exasperated 
with Black's perfidy, determined to betray 
him to tho authorities. He further charges 
that on the night of October 2S, 1892, Black 
and Schcrcliifu (bettor known as kid Mc- 
Coy) entered tho crocery store of Henry 
Hildeiirandt, on Eddy street in this city, 
and ordered him to throw up hia handa, 
Hlldebrandt immediately complying with 
tho request, one of thom shot him, and then 
both iled without robbing the place. Black 
is at preseut confined in Sacramento jiil, 
having been arrested on the charge of tho 
r ibbery before mentioned, and it is expected 
that ho and McCoy will bo brought hero 
shortly to answer to more aerioua chargea of 
murder.

UNSETTLED HAWAII. 

The Royalists Very Quiet— They Expect Presl- 
dent Cleveland to Interfere— American 
Forty Consolidation. 

San Franoisoo, March 30.— Tbe United 
Press oorrespondent at Honolulu, writing 

under date of March L3, per barkentine S. 
N. Castle, says : After much hard and 
faithful labor on both sides tbe dissenting 
wings of the Oovemment party have oome 
to a mutual agreement and formal unietn. 
This favorable result natttrally followed the 
concession made by the ConservativVe in tlie 
council on the Stb, in the eleotlon to a 
vacancy in the advisory eonnoil, by a large 
majority, of D. B. Smith, the candidate of 
tho American league, which represents tho 
more radical element. A i mattera stood 
last week the Conservatives led a strong 
and well developed organization, tho Union 
party was with thom, and there were a oon- 
slderab'o proportion of tho members of 
the American league. A majority 
of tho league, however, led by 
the Radical membera, wero dissatisfied 
and much inclined to set up an opposition 
ticket to those which the party would make. 
Such action however, it was felt, would do- 
feat tho league's aiins and play into tho 
handa of tho common enemy. Tho league 
was strongly organiz'id and much irritated 
by the success of the Coceorvativea in gain 
ing aomowhat of a controlling position. 
Meetings wore arranged by committeea of 
the two bodies. Tho Union committee, as 
the atrongor, waited for tho league men to 
approach them with proposals. They met 
them, however, in a spirit of conciliation 
and concession, and much good and earnest 
work was done by both aides. A satisfactory 
result was reached on tho 11th, as foUoKB : 

The amalgamated party takes the name of 
tho American Union party. Tho existing 
national committee of the Union party ia 
increased to twenty-one by tho addition of 
eight new members chosen by the American 
League. This committee has only a tem- 
porary existonoo. It is to be succeeded by 
one chosen by tho district committees. The 
present organization of the Union party is 
to continue under tbe new name with all its 
ofHcers and membership and its district 
clubs as already organized. A few changes 
were made in the platform adopted by the 
Union party. The plank referring to 
Chtnoao and other Asiatic laborers was 
changed to a more positive and distinct 
declaration against tbe further admission of 
such labor. A new plank was inserted 
urging the extension oi government ednca- 
tion 80 that ultimately a university educa- 
tion would be available for the youth of tbe 
islands. The planke of the platform were 
unchanged. 

Tho royalists aro v.-ry tjulet. Whatever 
they contemplate in view of the present sit- 
uation is kept secret. Their organs the 
Bulletin and tho Hoiomua confidently 
maintain tho old story that Pn .sident Cleve- 
land will aeon restore tho Queen. Ho is 
waiting only for the Senate to pass the reso- 
lutions commending his support of hor 
cause. Minister Thurston's presence is 
much desired hero by tho Union party in 
order to participito in tho forming of the 
now constitution. UnlosB his presonco in 
Washington is more needed than it is at 
present supposed to be, he will probably be 
sent for.

Capt. Hannoy denies tho atory 
telegraphed from Seattle to tho effect that 
ho was abort of provisions and that his crew 
was starving. lie hud plenty to eat on 
board, but tho food lacked virioty, and ho 
iiimply got from another vessel goods of 
which ho was short. When Quarantine 
Officer Lawlor saw tho crew ho remarked ; 
" Well, those are tho healthiest lot of 
starved men I have over seen come into 
port. There is not an ailing man on the 
ship, and all looked healthy and robust. 



Gfresliam's Measure Said to fie tbe 
Result of Conferences WitbBritisb 

Ambassador. 

W<\siiiNGTON, March 30,— Bohring Sea 
affairs abaorbed the attention of the oabi« 
net to-day and at the end of the meeting 
active steps had been commenced looking to 
tbe protection of tbe fur seals and the ap- 
prehenaion of offenders rogordloss of tho flag 
they fly. It ia said, upon the most credi- 
ble authority, that tho State Department 
does not expect to accomplish anything with 
Great Britain under a treaty supplement to 
the award of the Court of Arbitration, for 
the reason that the only proposition ad- 
vanced haa been met with a counter 
proposition tending to weaken the 
force and effect of that award. The 
President and the Department have 
also practically abandoned all hope of 
securing a continuance of tho modus vivendi, 
and if thia ahull prove to be the case tbe 
President haa decided to act under the au- 
thority of tho act of conercBa of February, 
1803. The whole subject was diteusaed to- 
day, Mr. Greaham laying before the cabinet 
a new bill incorporating certain regulationa 
in line with tho award, the passing of which 
would indie ata to England that the United 
States desired the co-operation aho had 
prior to tho meeting of tho court of arbitra- 
tion pledged heraolf to give. The impera- 
tive need of prompt action was shown and 
tho instructions issued to the Seoretary of 
the Navy indicate that such action will be 
taken. 

Secretary Herbert was directed by tho 
President to assemble all tho fleet he pos- 
sibly could in Pacific waters, and immedi- 
ately after the cabinet meeting seorot orders 
were issued to the proper ofliceia for tho 
gathering of a fleet to escort the fur seal 
herd through tho northern portion of tho 
Paoifio into Bohring Sea, beginning with 
May 1, when tho open seaaon closes. The 
aecrotary already has twelve vessels at his 
disposal for this work, and it is said that 
one or two more, possibly an armored 
cruiaer, may be assigned to thia work. In 
an interview this evening Senator Morgan, 
chairman of the committee of foreign rola- 
tiona, said to a United Fresa representative 
that he expected to bo able to report from 
hia committee, on Monday or Tuesday of 
next week, a bill establishing regulations in 
detail, which the tribunal had no powerto 
establish, and which will be satisfactory to 
both governments, 

Mr. Morgan further said to-night that 
nothing was needed to make the obligation 
resting on both governments perfeot, and if 
cither government declined tovexeoute the 
award, the other government had a perfeot 
right to do so. The bill whioh Mr. Morgan 
will report will leave the President of tiie 
United States in full posaession of the power 
conferred by the act of 1893, under which 
tbero can, be said, be no difficulty in the 
complete protection of the seal herd in the 
Northern Paoifio and Bebring Sea against 
the encroachments of British sealers. Mr. 
Morgan said he was gratified to be able to 
Btatc that this was the attitude of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, and there 
would bo no failure on our pirt to assert 
tho full measure of the rights of the United 
States. 

The bill introduced in the House by Mr. 
McCreary some time ogo will bo amended, 
but in view of the bill drawn by Mr. Gres- 
ham, and eubmittcd to tho Cabinet to day, 
it ia understood Ihero will be littlo use of 
pushing the House bill. His new measure, 
which is backed by tho adniinisiralion and 
which will probably bo given tho right of 
way in both Houseo, is said to bo very long, 
tho regulationa being set out in minuto de- 
tails.

One authorizes tlio naval offi- 
cers of tho United States to apprehend seal- 
ers flying tho British flag and turn 
them over to the British authorities, pro- 
vidi d Her Majesty's Government shall first 
enact a law authorizing British naval ofH- 
cers to apprehend American scalers and " 
deliver them to the American naval officers 
or tho revenue officers of tho nearest Ameri- 
ciii port, the respective bills of the two 
governments granting tho power to make 
these arrests by tho naval officers of the 
oppoaing Governments. 

Should these measures be enacted into 
law, the offenders will be dealt with 
according to the findings of the courts of 
their respective oonntrlea. The bill is said 
to be the result of reoent oenfetences be- 
tween Sir Julian Faunoefote and Seoretary 
Gresham. Other details, which cannot now 
be mentioned, indicate that this Government) 
has won every contention that it has claimed.

MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

The Arrival of a- Cargo of Cocoanuts 
I'rom the South Sea 
Islands. 



Flying: Bntcbman in a Bnssian Prison 
and His Sealing Schooner 
Seized. 



Probably the first cargo of cocoanuts over 
brought to Victoria for sale arrived on tho 
Britieh schooner Norma, from Washington 
and Fanning Islands, yesterday morning. 
The sohooner's visit to 'Victoria is for tho 
double purpose of disposing of the cargo of 
•25,000 cocoanuts and of finding a buyer for 
heraelf. She ia owned by Capt. F. D, 
Walker, of Honolulu, who conimanda her, 
and who is accompanied by hia two sons. 
She waa built aa a aoalor, and was for 
several seasons engaged in the scaling buai- 
ness on tho Japan coast. 

The schooner had a very rough passage to 
Victoria, but is none tho worse of it. About 
ten days ago, it is stated, aho encountered a 
torrifio hurricane and hove to thirty iiours. 
During this time the rudder wheel was 
lashed, all sails were down, everything 
made secure on deck, and tho orew kept be- 
low. It is supposed that it was in thia gale 
that the bark Archer was thrown on her 
beam ends. The Nornia'a crow report hav- 
ing paaaed on tho voyage what appeared to 
be part of the carcase of a marine monster. 
It was floating on the surface of tho water 
in a Eat transiuoent mass with a deep red 
border, and was surronnded by thousands of 
sea gulls. 

The manner in whioh Capt. Walker be- 
came owner of the Norma involves quite a 
romantic story. Five years ago be, his 
wife and family and seven or eight others 
were found by the vessel shipwreoked on a 
small sand island beloogiDg to Midway 
Island, where they had subsisted for four- 
teen montha with nothing to eat bat sea- 
birds, eggs and fish. They had started out 
from Honolulu on the bark Wandering 
Minstrel on a shark-hunting expedition, 
and, after passing through tho various 
islands to the south of the Hawaiian group, 
sought protection from a storm near Mid- 
way Island. Their bark dragged hor anchor 
ond ran on the rocks. The orow,numboricg 
29 all told, escaped in tho small boats and 
reached land five miles distant. Tho bark 
was broken up so badly that they saved 
nothing from her, and aa the ialand they 
were on waa uninhabited and far away from 
civilization their position was not enviable. 
Six of the party, after being several months 
in this fix, left in a small boat to acck help, 
and have never been heard of since, while 
four of those remaining died of salt rheum 
before, by chance, tho Morma paaaod near 
the island and, -seeing the distreaa aignals, 
took tho survivors oft. 

On board the Norma now are throe large 
land orabs, which wore procured on one of 
the uninhabited islands in tho South Sea. 
They are famed for the dexterous woy in 
whioh they climb cocoanut trees and crack 
the nuts with their claws, with compira- 
tively little trout>lo. 

The schooner will bo iu port about one 
month, and if sold here her crow will return 
to Honolulu by steamer. One of Captain 
Walker's sons is a photographor, and baa 
some excellent pictures with him. 

AGAIN IN TROCDLB. 

Once more the "Flying Dutohman," Capt. 
Hanson, has become notorioua. He left 
Juneau, Alaska, in the little Bohooner Bimma 
about ten months ago, and was not heard of 
until a short time ago, when it was learned 
that he and the Emma'a hunters are being 
guarded within the walls of a Russian fort- 
ress. Late in the fall of 1S93 Captain Han- 
aon headed for 'Yokohama with 60 seals, in- 
tending to lay in aupplies for his winter's 
cruise. After atocking hia aohoonor ho 
sailed north towarda tlio Aleutian 
iaiands, and when about five hundred 
milea north of tho Japan coaat ho encoun- 
tered some very aovero weather. After a 
week of arduoua labor with the stormy seas 
the ochooncr succeeded in getting into shel- 
ter in the leo of one of tho aniall ialanda oil 
the Siberian coast, where ahu wua buachcd, 
her rudder fixed and sails ropluoud. When 
she put to sea again tho barometer indicat- 
ed the gathering of another atorm. The 
achoonerwaa put in trim, but was rapidly 
blown toward tho Siberian coast. A Huasiun 
man-of-war sighted her and gave chase. In 
the heavy sea the little schooner wua soon 
overtaken and forced to sail into a sheltered 
spot. Hero aho waa boarded by tho Kusaian 
commander, who put tho crew in irons and 
in tho name of hia government seizod the 
I'jmma aa " a poacher." All wore taken to 
Vladivoatock, and Captain Hanson and his 
men thrown into prison. In all probability 
they will gain their liberty, but the schooner 
will be confisoated.

Why He Vetoed iJio Seigniorage BiU- 
An Ill Advised and Dangerous 

Measure. 



Desirability of Grantiug Better Power 
to Issue Bonds-Opiuions of 
tlie Press. 



VVasiiington, D. C , March 30.— In tho 
oonoluding pMt of bia neaaage to Conc^regs 
annouDotiig hia veto of the Bland seignior- 
age bill, Preaident Cleveland aays : 

I otn oonvinood this eohomo ia ill-adviaed 
and dangeroua, Aa the ultimate result of 
its operation, tiie treasury notes, which are 
legal tender for all debts, public or private, 
and wbioii are redeemable in gold or silver, 
at the option of the holdor, will bo replaced 
by silvor oertificatos, which, virhatover may 
bo their character and deaoriptioD, will have 
none of these qualities. In ODticipation of 
this result and as immediate effect, treasury 
notes will naturally appreciate in value and 
desirability. Tho fact that gold can be 
realized upon thoni, and the further fact 
that their destruction has been decreed 
when they reach tho treasury, muit 
tend to their withdrawal from gent-ml 
oiroulation, to bo immediately pre- 
sented for gold redemption or to bo hoarded 
for presentation at a more convenient sea 
son. Tho sequel of both operations will b;; 
a large addition to tho silver currency in our 
oirouT»tion and a corresponding reduction of 
golc^ in the treasury. 

The argument has been made that these 
Jthings will not occur at once, because a long 
time must elapse before the coinage of any- 
"thing busaeigniorngo can be entered upon. 
If the phyaioal effects of the execution of 
tho aeoond section of this bill are not to be 
realiasd until far in the future, this fur- 
nishes A strong reason why it should not be 
passed so mttoh in advance, bnc a postpone- 
ment of its actual operation cannot prevent 
fear and loss of confidence and the nervous 
prostration wbioh would Imoiediateiy follow 
its passage and bring about its worst oonse- 
quenoes. 

I regard this aeotion of the bill as em- 
bodying a plan by wbioh the government 
will be obliged to pay out its store of 
gold for no other purpose than to force 
an unnatural addition of silver money 
into tho hands of tho people. This ia an 
exact reversal of tho policy which safe 
finance dictatep, if we are to preserve the 
parity between gold and silver and maintain 
a sensible bimetallism. 

We have now outstanding more than 
three hundred and thirty-eight millions of 
dollars in silver certificates issued under ex- 
isting laws. They are serving the purpose 
of money and without question. Our gold 
reserve, amounting tn only a little more 
than one hundred millions of dollars, is 
directly charged with the redemption of 
three hundred and forty-six millions in 
' United States notes, when it ia proposed to 
inflate our silver currency at the time for 
strengthening cur gold reserve instead of 
depleting it. 

I cannot conceive of a longer atop to 
silver monometallism than we take when wo 
spend our i^old to buy silver certificates for 
circulation, especially in view of tho practi- 
cal difficulties surrounding tho replenish- 
ment of our gold. 

This leads me to earnestly present the 
desirability of granting tho Secretary of the 
Treasury better power than now exists to 
issue bonds to protect our gold reserve when 
for any reason it should be necessary. _ Our 
currency is in such a confused condition, 
and our financial affairs apt to assume at 
any time so critical a position, it aeema to 
me that such a course ia dictated by ordin- 
ary prudence. 

I am not insensible to the arguments in 
favor of coining the bullion seigniorage now 
in tbe Treasury, and I believe it could bo 
done safely and with advantage if the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury had thepower to issue 
bonds at alow rate of interest under author- 
ity., in substitution of that now existing, 
and bettor suited to the protection of tbe 
Treasury. , . . 

I hope the way will present Itself in the 
near future for the adjustment of our mone- 
tary affdirs in such a oomprebenslve and 
conservative manner as will affird silver its 
proper place in our currency, but, in the 
meantime, I am^cxtremely solicitous that 
whatever action we may take on this sub- 
ject may bo such as to prevent loss and dia- 
couragement to our people at-home and the 
destruction of confidence in our financial 
management abroad. 

Kkw York, March :!0.— The Herald says 
editorially oa President Cleveland's veto on 
the I'.land seinniorugo bill : President 
Cleveland has justified tho general confi- 
dence placed in him. Tho message ia long, 
and aa a result of a mauifcat efTort to placate 
tho flilverites, will appccr to many people 
needlessly apologetic in loiie. In this, how- 
ever, tho president was doubtless inspired 
by ni..''-'n of political expediency. 

The World aaye ; Tao inessoge ia a clear 
and. able document, and it ia iniposHiblo not 
to agree with Mr. Clevel-md that tho bill is 
ee ambiguous and so ind. 'finite that for that 
reason ulono it should doc be permitted to 
become a law. 

The Sun says ; Altogether tho message 
will meet with the approval of careful finan- 
ciers in this section of tho country, though 
it is not likely that it will satisfy tho advo- 
cates of free silver coinage and other cur- 
rency inflationists here and olsuwhero. 

The Tribune says : Tho president's veto 
of the seigniorage bill has saved tho country 
from great disgrace and great disaster. Tho 
financial world expected no lees of President 
Cleveland, and has perhaps been not quite 
ready enough to give him aa much credit as 
he really deserves for an act which required 
extraordinary powers of resistance to the 
demands of hia own party. 

LoKDON, March 30.- The Globe, com- 
menting on the veto, says Cleveland's back- 
bone oiinnot be bent by wirepullers, but tho 
attitude of Senator Stewart shows tho 
struggle Ib not yet ended. It prodiots that 
the n(3xt presidential contest will be fought 
on unknown lines. 

Tho Pall Mall Gozotto says : Cleveland 
has followed tho only safe policy. 

A Now York morning paper publishes tho 
following teleijrams from tho governors of 
tho silver alatea in regard to tho president's 
veto mooaage:

without dlHtiiiotion of p.vrty arc oppoaod to 
President Cleveland's veto of the Bland bill, 
and are in favor of free ooinage of silver at 
16 to 1. (Signed), David H. Waito, gov- 
ernor of Colorado. 

Cau.son-, Nevada, March 29.— Tho veto ia 
unanimously condemned. The enligtitenod 
judgment of the voters of tho United States 
will never consent to tho continu inco of tho 
present contraction of tho money volumea. 
Therefore silver legislation will and must 
go on until a monetary system adjusted in 
()uantity to tho increaao of population and 
demand is secured. Tho single sold stand- 
ard must bo destroyed. Robs K. Colcord. 
governor. 

HbI/BSA, Mont , March 29.— Tbo people 



of Montana, regardless of party, denounce 
President Cluvoland'a veto and regard it as 
a victory for the gold men. It irrevoohly 
commita tho Oomvcratic party to mono- 
metftllism. Montana people will pot ceufe 
to favor additional silver legislation until 
tho Government re-adopts the policy of 
bimetallism. John E. Riokards, Governor 
of Montana.

GEOTiGB TICKNOE-CDETIS. 

Death of This AVell'Known American Folltl- 
el&i. airtl JnrUpradent-A Great 
ConstllnUonal lAwyer. 

New York, March 29.— George Tiok'nor 
Curtis died to-doy of pneumonia. George 
Tioknor Curtis was a brother of Judge Ben- 
j»min Robbins Curtis, of the Supreme court, 
He was born in Watertown, Mass., Novem- 
ber 23, 1812, and was graduated at Harvard 
in 1832. Ho was admitted to the bar in 
1836, and engaged in the practice of the law 
in Boston till 1802, when ho removed to 
Now York. While in Boston Mr. Curtis 
held the position of United States conimis- 
s'oner, and as such, in 1851, returned to his 
muster a fugitive slave named Thomas Sims, 
for which act ho was severely denounced by 
the abolitionists, lla served for two or 
tlueo years in the Massaohusetla leg- 
IslUure, but allowed politics to inter- 
fere little with his profession and his his- 
torical investigations. He was a warm 
personal friend of Daniel Webster. Like 
Randall, Tilden and other old school Demo- 
crats, he was a protectionist, and he did 
good service of late years in fighting the 
preposterous assertion that a protective 
tariff ia unconstitutional. He was one of 
the greatest constitutional lawyers in the 
country, and was also an authority on poli- 
tical economy. Hewas the author of " A 
Digest of English and American Admiralty 
Decisions," two volumes of " A Digest of 
tho Decisions of tho Courts of Common Law 
and Admiralty in tho United States," 
"Rights and Duties of Merchant Seamen," 
"American Conveyancer," "Law of Copy- 
right," " Law of Patents, " " Equity Pro- 
cedonts," "Inventors' Manual," "Com- 
mentaries on the Jurisprudence, rraotico 
and Peculiar Jurisdiction of tho Courts of 
the United States, " " History of tho 
Origin, Formation and Adoption of tho 
Constitution of the United States," " Life 
of Daniel Webster," " Life of James 
Buchanan" and "Creation or Evolution. *>

THE PRESIDENTS MESSAGE. 

The message which occompiinied tho 
President's veto of the silver seigniora^^e 
btll is an ableand a well-reaaoned daeatnent. 
He intimates that he would have allowed 
the bill to become law if be ooald believe 
that the publio good would bot he en 
diiogered by its operation. Ho says ear- 
nestly that ho had a strong desire to avoid 
disagreement with those in both houses of 
CoBgresa who have aupported the bill, but 
biing aoftble to satisfy himself that the prO' 
poaed legislation was either wise or oppor 
tune, his oonoeption of tho obligations and 
responsibilities attached to the great ofBco 
which ho holds forb:ide the indulgence of 
bh personal desire. 

He th-n goes on to ahow that the very 
great depression from whioh the country 
WM suffering, made the repeal of the Sher 
man Aot a necessity. The effect of that 
piece of legiiilatioa has been beneficial 
Confidence waa boin^^ restored, and business 
was slowly but surely reviving. The oper 
ation of the Seignocage Ast nroald'be to add 
to the currency in eiroalatloa fifty-five mil 
lions of standard dollars, and would make 
the redemption in gold of the $156,000,000 
of silver notes, which had been issued 
against the silver bullion whioh the Govern- 
ment had purchased under the Sherman 
Act, uncertain. The effeet of the bill is 
thui described by the President. 

The wheels of domestic industry have 
been slutvly sot in motion and tho tide of 
foreign investment attain started in our dl- 
reotion. Our recovery being so well under 
way, nothing should be dons to check our 
convalescence, nor should we forget that re- 
lapse ot this time would almost surely re- 
duce ua to a lower stage of financial distress 
than that from which wo are just emerging. 
I believe if the bill under consideration 
should beoome a law, it would be regarded as 
a retrogresBion from the financial intentions 
indulged by our recent repeal of the provis- 
ion foroing silver bullion purchases; that it 
would weaken, if it did not destroy, return- 
ing faith and confidence in our sound finan- 
cial tendencies, and that, inconsequence, our 
progress to renewed business health would 
bo unfortunately checked and return to our 
recent diatressing plight seriously threat- 
ened. 

The President analyses the measure and 
shows that it has boon very far indeed from 
being skilfully framed, and that it might 
produce effects very different from 
those which tnany who supported it in- 
tended. His opinion of the measure is 
given clearly and forcibly in tho following 
paragraph ; 

I am convinced this schema is ill-advised 
and dangerous. As tho ultimate result of 
its operation the treasury notes whioh are 
legal tender for all debts, public and pri- 
vate, and'whiob are redeemable in gold or 
silver at the option of the holder, will bo 
replaced by silver oertifioatea, whioh, what- 
ever may be their oharaoter and deaorip- 
tion, will have none of these qualities. In 
anticipation of this result and as immediate 
effect, treasury notes will naturally appre- 
ciate in value and desirability. The laot 
that gold can bo realized upon them, and 
tho further fact that their destruotion has 
been decreed when they roach the treasury, 
must tend to their withdrawal from general 
circulation to bo immodintoly prcocutod for 
gold redemption or to be hoarded for pro- 
sentation at a more convenient season. The 
sequel of both operations will bo a large 
addition to tho silver currency in our circu- 
lation and a oorreoponding reduction of gold 
in tho treasury.

THE LATEST LEGISLATIOW. 

Ji; was to be expooted that tho Imperial 
Parliament would paes an act giving legal 
effect to the award of the Bohring Sea arbi 
trators and directing how its proviaions are 
to he carried out. The information oontaiU' 
ed in our yoatorday'p London telegram rela 
tivo to the nature of tho now law is very 
meagre. But thoEO interested may make 
themselves sure that the law has been framed 
with the intention of carrying out in good 
faith the terms of the award* That award, 
although in theory it was point-blank against 
every one of the oonlentiona of the American ' 
Government, practically, as far as soul ng is 
conoerned, gives that Government 
complete control of BehrlUg Sea, 
The award does not interfere 
with the powers and privileges of the Com- 
mercial Company, It allows the Company 
full swing in Bohring Sea. Although tho 
main object of the Award ia to preserve 
seal life, it does not affect the territory on 
whioh, in the breeding season, the seals are 
fonnd in immense numbers and where they 
can be tortured and slaughtered tul libitum. 
Professor Elliott has tnfortned the world of 
the havoc whioh the Company's servants 
make among the seals on the Pribyloff 
Islands. This havoc cin still bo continued. 
The Award makes no provision against it. 
But it does, even during the open season, 
restrioi the seal hunters on the high seas in 
many ways. The law just passed will no 
doubt insist upon every one of those restric- 
tions, and will punish with moro or leas 
Bovority all who are convicted of violating 
the regulations. 

Tho new law shoald nob be en- 
forced against those sealers who have fitted 
out their vesBols and commenced their., voy- 
ages before it was enacted. The owners of 
sealing vessels in this and other ports had 
received no intimation whatever that a law 
was to be onaoted. It would have been 
nothing more than fair to them, if the Im- 
perial Government proposed to introduce a 
law which would affect them, to give them 
some warning of its intentions. The pre- 
parations of tho sealers wore openly made. 
The authorities knew that they were fitting 
out and manning their vessels, and tho dates 
of their departare for the sealing grounds 
were published in the newspapers. If it 
was intended that the law to give effect to 
the award should affect thom this year, they 
ought surely to have had somo notice. Since 
they received no warning, they had good 
reason to expect that there would bo no leg- 
islation this year that would be prejudicial 
to them. It may be said that they will be 
warned now, but warning now, after expenses 
have been incurred and the vessels sent to 
sea, would bo simply mockery. The British 
authorities must bo aware of this, and it is 
hard to believe that they will consent to 
any arrangonioot that will oauee serious loss 
to British subjeotB, who made their prepara- 
tions under laws and regulations then 
existing, and who had no intimation that 
while their veaaols were at soa and before 
the season closed, now regulations would he 
framed and new laws enacted. 



A MODERN JACK GADE. 

Coxey'a army is a very peculiar develop- 
ment of the Populist movement in the 
United States. " I propoae," Coxey said 
on St. Patrick's D^y, " to march from this 
city (MaesilloD, Ohio) at noon on Easter 
Sunday, at tho head of a cavalcade that will 
atrike terror to the hearts of those who have 
been abusing thoir power by legislating in 
favor of the rich against the poor. My 
destination ia the Capitol a^ Washington.' 
Ho expects that when he reaches the capital 
of the United States his army will number 
ono hundred thousand. Ho has made all his 
arrangements, oven to drawing up an itinor 
ary. Ho knows where tho army will bo at 
any given date between this and the first of 
May, whioh is the day he expects to arrive 
in Washington, where he will hold a meet- 
ing on the steps of the Capitol, 

Coxoy ia a modest man. All that ho 
wants is that Congress will pass two bills. 
One to provide for tho issuing of §500,000,- 
000 legAl tender notes, to be expended by 
the Secretary of War at the rate of 
^20,000,000 a month in ootistrnoting roads 
in various States, The other ia to provide 
that any State or municipality, down to a 
village, desiring to make public improve- 
ments, may deposit with tho Secretary of 
the Treasury non-interest-bearing bonds oot 
exceeding one-half the asseaament valuation 
of its property, upon whioh the Secretary 
of the Treasury shall issue legal tender 
money at ninety-eight percent, of thoir face 
vilue. The statesman who is to introduce 
these measures is Mr. Jerry Simpson, 

From this our readers may see that Mr. 
J, S, Coxoy, of whom thoy see so much in 
the telegrams just now, is a praotioal man, 
aa well as a financial genius. He evidently 
thinks that his army of one hundred 
thousand will scare tho bloated oapitaliats 
in Congreas out of their wita. 

This modern Jack C»do has set out on 
his march to Washington. His army does 
not number ono hundred thousand just yet. 
But the soldiers are not' afraid of the wet 
or tho cold or tho mud. Thoy go tramping 
on in tho hope that they will meet with 
such auooeaa in Washington that they will 



not be required to do another hand'a turn 
aa long aa they live. The army, we find, is 
as yet hospitably treated by the people on 
the line of march. At present " a com- 
fortable hall '! can jiQdonimodate t^e whole 
force, rank and file iSnd officers. By and by, 
when its ranks receive so many additions 
that it will be impossible for a villiage or 
small town to supply tho soldiers with pro- 
vender, they may take it into thoir heada to 
help themselves. This, wo see, the 
California, oontingent has already, done. 
The foragers have stripped orchards 
and emptied store rooms and pantries, 
to tho very great disgust of farmers and 
housokeeperi^, who do not hesitate to apply 
to the patriots and philanthropists the in- 
jurious and contemptuous epithet "tralnps," 
The question now is, will Coxey and his 
brigade ever get so far as Washington ? 
Are there fools enough in the United Statea 
to awoll his " army " into dimensions at all 
respectable, and will the inhabitants of tho 
states on the 'route be patient enough to 
submit .to the exaotions of tbe horde 'of 
tramps and loafers ? There are bo many in 
the neighboring republic bitten by the soft 
money craz5 that thoro is no tolling to what 
longtha thoy may co under its influonco or 
what absurdities they may perpetrate. 

MR. LAURIER RESPONSIBLE. 

When, on the evening of Friday, the IBtb, 
Sir John Thompson begged as a favor that 
tho Opposition would conaeut to permit the 
Finance Minister to bring down hia Budget 
on tho following Weduoaday, tho '21at, Mr. 
I.,3urier roFuaod to m iko tho concession, as 
Wednesday was private members' day. 
This is what the Empire said about the re- 
fusal on Friday, the 23rd : 

By faithful and heavy work tho budget 
and tho tariff wore iimdo ready on Wednes- 
day, and Mr. Foster was most anxious that 
nothitig should pre\-ent him from availing 
hims ^It of that, tho lirat and oarlieat poaaible 
opportunity of making tho announcomonts 
in view of which the country, with patient 
expectancy, has in soma degree at least 
momentarily susponded its business activity. 
So that the Opposition should have euliiaiont 
notico of tho efforfs of tho Government, a 
warniog waa issued that any possiblo ob- 
struction on tho part of the Opposition de- 
signed to delay the intentions of the Govern- 
ment and fruatrate tho result of ao much 
meritorious work would bo viewed and ex- 
posed as it deserved. 

But for all that, the country stood aston- 
ished on Wednesday to learn that the Min- 
isters had worked and warned in vain.

A six o'clcc'', on the eve of the Easter 
reooBB, Sir John Thompson said that his col 
leagues were willing to go on with tho 
Budget, but AS many of the members Were 
desirona to leave by the night trains, it was 
beat to adjourn the House until the follow 
ing Tuesday. If the Opposition had com 
plied with Sir John Thompson's request, 
made on the IGlh, the Budget Speech would 
have been delivered by six o'clock, and the 
business men of the Dominion would have 
been in poaiession of the information for 
which they bad been waiting anxinualy..

Gawley, 
Richard Jones and J. L Smith. The baton 
drawn from tho wheel by tho blindfolded 
infant bore the number 192, tho A series of 
which being vacant only tho B series was 
entitled to tho appropriation, and this share 
stands in the books of the society in tho 
name of J. A. Teporten, who thus obtains 
the use of $1,000 for ten years free of in- 
iterasli. 

The Ladies' Aid of the Centennial 
ehnroh gave, on Wednesday erening, the 
first of a series of free socials, the object 
being to further sociability among the mem- 
bers of the congregation, and tboy are to bo 
congratulated on the success which attended 
their efforts. A very fine musical pro- 
gramme was rendered, arranged by Clement 
Kowlanda. The chairman, Rev. J. Hall, 
gave an account of tho financial condition of 
the church ; it was short, clear and satis- 
factory, showing that during the year not 
only had tho expenses incurred been cov- 
ered, but also that back debts which had 
been accumulating had been paid off. Mr. 
Cleaver followed with an admirable ad- 
dress, which was both pleasing and con- 
vincing. Ho told his hearers that so far 
thoy had not been giving to tho church, 
they had only been paying for the privi- 
leges they had enjoyed ; and he urged 
them during the coming year net only to 
pay for that which they received from the 
church, but to bring gifts unto the Lord.

Ald. Harkis is of opinion that the city

Aid. Harris holds that the present bridge is 
bltogettaer too narrow now, and when the 
new post office is built, that, with the rea- 
sons assigned in his notice of motion, will 
necessitate some steps being taken to widen 
the bridge. Now, since §1,500 has been set 
aside to build new Qooring for the present 
bridge, which will last say two years, atepi 
should bo taken to got plana and arrange by 
the end of that time to build a permanent 
way, with whorves on one side, and if 
thought advisable storobousea underneath. 
Of course the city has no money to build 
now, but Aid Harris believes in taking 
time by the forelock. 

WoLLEV v. Lowenberg, Harris iV Co. 
came to tri'il yesterday before Mr. Justice 
Walkem and a special jury. The suit ia 
rather an important as well as interesting 
one, und it was watched by a large number 
of people, Tho plaintill' is Captain Clive 
Phillippa Wolley and the defendants one of 
the leading real estate firms, although tho 
transaction ao far as the firm are concerned 
extends only to ono member, N. P. Snow- 
den. The plaintiff's claim is for damages 
for alleged negligence or misrepresentation 
in respect of certain transactions which re- 
sulted in the plaintiff lending the sum of 
S5 500 to ono Thomas Hodge, in October, 
1890, on mortgage on a farm belong- 
ing to Hodge. The amount of damages is 
placed at $1,000. iThe plaintiffs states that 
aoon after he oame to this province in 1890, 
Mr. Snowden reoommended tha InVedtment 
named as a desirable one, and on this re- 
oommendation, the land in question being 
stated to be worth upwards of $12,000, and 
the borrower being desoribed as a trust- 
worthy farmer, plaintiff loaned the money 
at 8.J per cent, interest, instead of 10 per 
cent, aa usual, and payable yearly instead of 
<juartcrly. Tho defendants received no 
oommiaaion on the traoacction, but wore to 
act as agents for tho collection of tho inter- 
est and the general management of tho 
nffiir. Tho transac'.ion did not turn out 
happily, and plaintiff, holding tho defend- 
ants responsible as ttgents,now sues as above 
stated. Mr. Wolley was the first witness in 
his own behalf, and his ovidenco was prac- 
tically aa 86t out in tho statement of claim 
and his counsel's opening address. There 
are seven or eight other witnesses for the 
plaintiff and aa many more for tho defence, 
so that it is more than likely tho trial will 
extend over a couple of days. A. J, Mc-

plaintiff.

but does not handle tho heavy ones quite so 
well, Tho Wood ond Royal aro both good, 
but tho Wood lamp is somewhat simpler 
than tho others. It givoo do hotter results, 
however. Tho great thing is tho way in 
which a plant ia put up and run. A poor 
plant may give bettor results than a good 
plant, simply because thei.forroer may ba 
properly run, while the '■other ia badly 
attended to. " . . ?'

If tJ City C )nnoil undertook tl is matt' r 
they would find a great deal of work to bo 
done, 

Mr. Brown, speaking on behalf of tho 
French hospital aubacribors, said that ho 
and his co-directors had no wish to place 
any obstacle in the way of tho Jubilee hoa- 
pital obtaining aid from tho city, but< there 
were fifty or sixty other people to bo con- 
sulted in the question. Personally, ho was 
willing to step down and out, and oven 
throw in his asaistance with the Jubilee 
hospital to get this aid from tho city ; he 
feared, however, that tho balance of the 
French people would not consent. In fact, 
ho bad been approached by several people 
who promised to strenuously oppose any 
infringement on their rights. 

Mr. Yates agreed that it would scarcely 
bo right to praotioaUy disfranchise these 
people, without whose subscriptions tho 
hospital would never have been there. 
What objection was there to a deliberative 
body of IS or Ul ? Poraonally, ho saw many 
advantagta in such a board : ono of tho 
greatest was that such a body was free from 
potty intrigues. It was not in tho intereai 
of the public to havo too small a board, and 
he ventuied to say that if the by-law were 
placed before the people with these condi- 
tions it would carry. 

Aid. Munn aaid that it was all right to 
have legislative bodies largo, but this is a 
body whoso dutieo are purely executive, and 
it waa tho general experience that small 
c-xccutivi; bcdies did better work, 

Mr. Davies had reason to know that the 
Govercmcnt would continue to subscribe to 
the hocpital as heretofore, and perhaps the 
city would have to make their subaoriptiona 
equal to tho Government's. The French 
people would give nothing, ao the question 
arcao as to what was to be expected from 
the citizens. If they are eliminated from 
representation on the board, it would soon 
bo found that they would give nothing. 

Aid. Humphreys said Ills Idea was to have 
one-third representing the city on that 
board ; three had been mentioned, but if the 
board numbered eighteen or twenty-one, 
those throe from the city would have very 
little voice. He was not satisfied with the 
way the hospital was managed, and his sole 
objsot was that tho city should have a 
strong voice In the affairs of the hospital. 

Mr. Braden, speaking on bahulf of tho 
Government representatives, pointed out 
that tho Oovornmont had subsoribed S-10,000 
to tho Council's §1,000. Tho Hospital 
Board, however, camo there to demand this 
uBaietanco aa citizona from the guardians of 
tho city. The Government had no policy in 
this matter beyond wishing to seo tho hos- 
pital out of debt, und thoy were willing to 
full in lino with any arrangement that ndght 
bo made with the city. He thought the 
latter ahould bo proud to take under its 
wing this hospital, whioh was almost purely 
a city institution, 

Mr. Yates, referring to Aid. Humphroy'a 
remarks, aaid tho doferonco shown to any 
suggestion coming from the members of the 
board representing tho Government was eul- 
ficient guarantee that the rights of the city 
would bo rcapooted. 

Aid. Humphreys explained that ho waa 
not opposed to tho by-law; his simple obj<3ot 
waa to got the whole question so clear that 
there would bo no misunderatonding it by 
tho ratepayers when tho by-law waa placed 
before them. He merely wanted to get it 
in shape so that the people vonld pass it. 

After some further disouision of a general 
character Aid. Wilson moved that the num- 
ber of directors on the new board under tho 
by-law bo ten, and that the city have repre- 
sentation of throo. This was unanimously 
carried, and tho oommifctoo on hospital mat- 
ters, already appointed, consiating of Aid. 
Wilson, Humphreys and Styles, was author- 
ized to aot with tho hospitol board in any 
further negotiations in this oonnaotion. 

Tho meeting being unable to do anything 
further ponding tho result of the Fronoh 
Benevolent society's meeting, this evening, 
and also the ascercaiament of the wishes of 
tho Eubeoribers to the Jiospltal,. Ihen ad- 
journed. ' ■ '- ■

Fkiday, March 30. 1894. 
The Speaker took the chair at 2 p. m. 
Prayers by Rev. E. Bobaon. 

CATTLE ACT. 

Mb. Kooebs presented a report from the 
seleat oommittee appointed to consider the 
bill to amend the cattle act. 

Report received j bill • tntrodnoed and 
read a first time, 

SDl'RKME COURT JUDOES. 

Mil. House moved the resolution of 
Avhich ho had given notice, statinR that in 
the opinion of this house the Dominion 
government should be urged to direct one 
of the Supremo court judges now resident 
in Victoria to reside in Vancouver judicial 
district. 

Hon. Mk. Davie suggested an amend- 
ment of one paragraph of the resolution 
making a comparison of the volume of leE;al 
business in the several judicial dietcicts, 
which he thought not necessary, and per- 
haps might lead to question in the house or 
out of it. Ho thought if the resolution 
were made to read that a large volume of 
business requires to bo transacted in Van 
couver judtoial district, it would be just as 
forotble for the purpose intended. He 
moved an amendment to that effeot. 

The amendment and the resolution as 
amended were adopted. 

LICENSE ACT. 

Mr. Rooers moved for leave to introduce 
a bill to amend the license act and amend- 
ing acta. 

Bill introduced and read a first time. 

QUAMICUAN DISTRICT. 

Hon, Mb. Davie moved for leave to in 
trodnoe a bill rbspeottng the ofiicial map of 
Quamiohan distriat. 

Bin intruduoed and read a first time. 

WAOOON BOA0S. 

Mr. Semliit asked: Is it the intention 
of the ffovernment to construct a waggon 
road along Deadman'a creek this year, in ac- 
cordance with the prayer of a petition of 
the settlers along said creek for such work? 

Hon. Mr. Vernon replied that the inten- 
tions of the government with respect to this 
and other roads not specially defiacd in the 
estimates will be made known at a later day. 

"horsefly iiydkadlic mi.vinci co. 

Hon. Mk Davie moved the second read- 
ing of the bill respecting the Horsefly by 
draulic niiuing company. 

Hon Mr ISeaven raised the point of 
order that the government have no right to 
bring in a bill dealing in this way with the 
otFiira of a private company and with a bill 
already before the house as a private mea- 
sure and which has proved objootionablo. 
Ho held that if the former bill is not a 
proper one it should simply have been re 
jected. 

Hon. Col Baker Bpoke to show the fal- 
lacy of the argument made by the leader of 
the opposition. 

Hon. Mr Davie justified the introduc- 
tion of the bill before the house, showing 
the importance of passing this legiclation to 
encourage the enterprise of the company 
when it haa been found that the private bill 
of which the onnipany had given 
notice is so distasteful to the 
liouae, and asks for so much 
more than in the public interest should be 
granted. He thought tho government had 
done only its duty in scrutinising the bill 
and, havirg eliminated its unwise provision, 
in introducing another giving the cooipaoy 
the necessary rights which they should have. 

The roatfer was laid over to allow the 
Speaker to look into it. 

TRAMWAY company LANDS. 

Hon. Mr Vernon moved tho second 
reading of tho bill outhorizing tho grant of 
certain lands to the WnHtmindter and Van- 
couver tramway company. He explained 
that the private owners along the lino had 
given to the company generous grants of 
land along the line, and tho govertment of 
the late Mr. Robson had practically promised 
that the province would bo f <iuully gener 
oas. The company had splendidly built 
aad equipped their line, which is now one of 
the best extant, bat it had bo far not been 
BO profitable as they had reaaob to suppose 
it wonld have been, and the company being 
now endeavoring to pat the property upon 
the iiondon market with a view to its more 
advantageous operation, tho land grant 
btiould be made without delay if, as promised, 
it 13 to be made at all, The private owners 
hive in most instances given their 
lands in alternate blocks, but the 
government have preferred to give 
their grant in one block of 19G acres about 
half way between the two cities of Now 



private lands granted, printed for tho in- 
formation of ihe house in dealing with the 
bill at a later stage. 

Some time afterwards, while tho discus, 
sion was still going on, the letter promising 
tho grant,, which had been annt for, wa« 
read to tho house by Hon. Mr. Divie. This 
letter, written by the late Hon. J ohn Rob- 
son as provincial seoretary, gave the assur- 
ance that the governiiient would act at least 
as liberally as the private owners, provided 
th&t tliB-grant to bs'inade shcftld not exceed 
10 per cent, of the land traversed. A letter 
from Diivid Oppenheimdr, president oC the 
company, written in jNovember 1893, and 
aekiog for the fulfilment.of the, abpve-men> 
tioned promis^ showed that the grants by 
private owners amoaated to7jiper cent, of 
the land traversed. 

Mr. Browit opposed the bill on the 
ground that when a rival company had an 
application for a charter before the bouse 
the government had stated that tho com- 
pany now to be bonusaed had made no ap- 
plication for aid and would not receive any. 

Mr- Cotton spoke to tho same effeot, and 
hold that tho house should not be bound by 
the private promise made by one or all tho 
ministers. He would vote against the pro- 
position, though ho admitted that the com- 
pany had been of great benelit to the city of 
Vancouver. 

Hon. Col. Baker thought it advisable 
from every standpoint to make the grant 
proposed, in fulfilment of the promise made 
by the Premier of the province in 1891. 

Mu Ro(;ehs said it seemed to him that 
the conipauy are making a great success of 
the line at a great saorifico to themselves 
to-day, in anticipition of profits in the

BARANOFF 'CASTLE. 

One of the Oldrst Landmarks of the Northern 
Land Completely Destroyed. 

The steamer City of Topcka, from iho 
Kortb, bring] nens of tho burning to ashea 
of Uiranofl CaBtle, at Sitka, on March 17 
Although the building was less than 100 
years old, it was the nearest approach to an 
antiquity of which the Northern Paoific 
Coast boasted. It was a picturesque old 
structure, built to endure for an enormous 
time, and of mammoth proportions. Were 
it not for tho fire it might have endured for 
all time, as the structure was entirely of 
huge cedar logs, and was fastened through- 
out with copper bolts. Hero it was that old 
Alexander Androvitch BaranoiT, at one lime 
a Siberian morchant, but then a Russian 
noble and despotic Governor of all of Britiah 
North America, held his court, and from 
there as headquarters, extended o 
liao of forts and trading posts along 
tlie Coast us far south as San Francisco. 

When Cuthorine 11., Empreaa of Russia, 
hud pushed her doniuin across the Behring 
sea and down the coast and on Kekoor hill 
her loyal follower planted his 11 ig and erect

They had, however, anticipated 
thia in a meaeure, and to secure themselves 
had obtained from tho property owners 
along tho lino a written agroemor.t to con- 
tribute a certain quantity of land ; and 
having secured this agreement they oamo to 
the government to ask for a grant of tho 
public land also, in recognition of tho fact 
that this land would bo immensely benefited 
by tho building of the line. Without a 
grunt from tho government that from the 
private property holders would not have 
been autliciont to induce tho company to go 
on. Owing to the lamented death of the 
late Pcemieri and through tho press of other 
business, the tnatter has boon allowed to 
stand over until now this bill has 
been introilaced to give - effect to 
the promise made by the government 
that , it would bo at least as . liberal 
as the private property holders. To have 
refused to give anything, and to take all the 
odvantiigo derivable through tho assistance 
given by private land owners without con- 
tributing in like manner themselves, would 
not have been at all creditable to tho gov- 
erniiient, and tlio public credit being thus 
pledged it would ill bruomo tho legislature 
to say now, after the road has been built, 
that tho p^^m!a'; virtually madfl sbnil not be 
fulfilled.

known all over the Pacitio coast. Broken 
with age and disease tho old buron sought 
for leave of absence, and on hia voyage 
toward homo ho died olF tho Island of Java, 
in 1818. The colony which he founded 
gradually diod out, its oommcrco disappear- 
ed with tho advent of Americans to the 
Paoific coast, and the country sbioh be had 
eoizod and held for the CEirina was sold to 
thia country. His sole monument on this 
Amoricancontinont,tbegreat castle in wbicli, 
surrounded by his hoBta of retainers, ho 
once oxeraised the powers of an independent 
prince, has now gone down, in aBhea, and 
little is left to show that the entire Pacific 
coast of North America was at one time 
governed by the viceroy of tho Qreat White 
Czjr.

Its . Itttrodaction Canses a, Benewal 
of tbe Protest Afralnst tbe Fro- 
posed Begrnlations. 



What Those AlTeeted Have to Say— 
Possibility . of , Operating; 
From • Japaa. ~ 



Tho announcomont ia yesterday's die- 
■patches that tbe Uehriag Sea bill bad been 
.enbmitted in " dummy " form to the Hoaae 
.of Commons for a firat reading, and that the 

-full text will be given out to-day, naturally 
caused coDsidorable comment in local scal- 
ing circles yoaterday. A Colonist reporter 
found Frank Adams, Capt. Foley and Capt. 
iKelly discuaaing tbe matter, and asked 
them for an ezpresaion of opillion. Mr. 
Adams remarked : "What fa the nie for 
men to fit out before May Ist. The weather 
is a sufficient safeguat^ before that time. 
You can eco that for yourself when you 
know that only between 350 and 500 skins 
have been taken up to the present time. 
Part of tho dilliculty originated in lying re- 
ports circulated by tho San Francisco press. 
In these tho number of men and voasols 
employed in tho buainesa was greatly exag- 
gerated. Greater isttention sliould have 
boon paid to tho opinions of practical men 
in this locality when tho comiriission waa 
gathering information." 

Capt. Kelly thought there were so many 
points which would require careful cousid- 
oration that ho was scarcely prepatud to 
discuss the matter. Ho thought, however, 
that even tbe Americans were against the 
new regulations, that is, outside of a few 
interested parties who were, in hia opiuion, 
in a great measure responsible for tlic turn 
matters took. 

Capt. Foley was of the opinion that tho 
■enforcemsnt of the new regulations would 
tend to drive shipping from this port and to 
force voasela under other Hags for protection 
against their own countries. 

Capt. Hackott was next approached. 
"This matter," said ho, "should have boon 
arranced and the details completed h'^forc 
Any of the veesels set out. I think under 
the oircnmstancea we had a right to expect 
An extension of the modiu vivendi for this 
«ea8on. Had the arbitration been finished 
in time the veasela would hftve left at the 
beginning of the eeMon with proper llceosea 
on board. Some vessels would perhftps not 
have left at all. The whole thing tends to 
break up the local sealing business. 

Capt. Grant positively deoUned to express 
any opinion. " We have," said ho, " to 
swallow our medicine ; what good will it do 
to complain." 

R. Korr remarked that It was hard to be 
closed down on after outfitting. " The 
veasels," said ho " would not have remained 
here and wasted timo if it had boon known 
that tho matter would be pressed in this 
manner. 1. think that everyone acquainted 
with the sealing buainesa will agroo that 
under tho oircumatances it will bo unjust to 
enforce the new regulations this year. Tho 
result is hard to foresee. Probably if Japan 
does not join tho combination the veasels 
may be left in that country for outfittiDg. 
k>upplio3 of all kinds are just as cheap, and 
crews as readily obtained. The only trouble 
would be with tho hunters. Many of these 
are men of families, and would object to 
moving over to Japan to live. On tho other 
hand, it would be a heavy burden on tho 
schooner owners to be compelled to pay thoir 
fares both ways. Tho schooner Maud S 
will be on experiment that will bo watched 
with interest. Circumatancea compelled hor 
to remain on the other side for outfitiing, 
and that will givo us a chanca to sco how 
that works. As to the use of spears, it is 
hard to say. Opinions differ widely -on 
that point. Some good men say that the 
seals have grown so wild from hunting that 
they will bo hard to secure in that way. As 
things now stand, there is praotioalfy one 
month in which to seal. 

Wm. Mnnsio, owner of several eealing 
Echooners, thought that things are taking 
their natural oourse. "As I understand it," 
said he, '*the tmilui vivendi was merely an 
agreement to bridge the gap pending tho 
ssttlemeat by arbitration, and once the nat- 
ter has been broaght to a oonoluslon by the 
arbitration the ntodiia vtVendt ceased to ex- 
ist. It would take a special act to revive it. 
I do not see how anyone oonld have expect- 
ed it to be extended. Tbe commiaaion ap- 
pointed to collect data regarding seal life 
reported to the arbitratora that the greatest 
'destrnotion of seals occurred during migra- 
tion. Then is when they should have pro- 
tected. Tho tribunal acted exactly contrary 
to report of tha commiasiun. Aa Dr. Daw- 
son remarked, the facta woro before them ao 
long that they liad timo to forget them. 
What, between tho weather and tho law, 
the seal is now pretty well protected, and 
may laugh and grow fat. If the Japanese 
Government does not join tho movement wo 
■ will go on, I suppose. It they do, then wc 
can sell out and ijuit."

DISTUKBANUE IN SAMOA. 

i'.uise of the Ui belUon— King Mulletoii's Vcn- 
iiciuice on tho Eebels. 

Auckland, N Z., March 30. — The steam- 
er Alameda arrived here to-day. She brings 
news of a diaturbanco in Samoa, tho result 
of the action of the new Supreme court 
judge, Ide, in imposing fines upon some 
chiefs for disorderly oondoot, imprisoning 
them and oompelling them to work on the 
public roads. The Followers of the ohiofa 
rebelled against theao indignities and de- 
manded their release. King Malietoa Ijn- 
ally sent a body of troops to attack the 
rebels, and after serious conflicts dia- 
poraed them, but not until thirty v/oro 
•killed, fifty wounded and a number made 
prisoners. Tho govornmout loat a dozen 
killed and many wounded. 

Tho King's troops celebrated tho viotory 
by mutilating ooino of tho prisoners. Finally 
they attaoked|tho dofnocolojs village of their 
late adversaries and committed frightful 
atrocities. Houses were burned, women 
outraged and killed and dead bodies be- 
headed and cut in small pieces, tho soldiers 
only desisting when there was nothing loft 
to destroy and nobody left to kill. Monn- 
whilo other chiefs rebelled against tho ac- 
tion of Ido and the support given to him by 
Maliotoa, and tho ory of " Death to foreign- 
ers" spread throughout tho islands. 

The United States, British and Gorman 
consuls are making every effort to quell the 
disturbance. The arrival of tho warships ia 
awaited with anxiety.

To 
avoid tho city oliiccra, Fredericks Ijved in a 
cabin only a short distance from the Chincao 
and immediately after tho murder came in- 
to the city and rented o cabin in Dublin 
gulch. Ho had for a partner a young Ger- 
man, with whom he became acquainted juat 
after the murder of tho Chinese. To tho 
p;irtnor Fredericks told tho stoty'of some of 
his desperate deeds, and to-night the part- 
ner informed tho officers. The partner says 
that while occupying the cabin with Fred- 
cricks, the desperado spent tho larger part 
of his time writing letters to Eva Evans, 
daughter of Ohris Evans, the California out-' 
law, with whom he seemed to be infatuated.

H.i ixplainod its chief 
provisions, showing th<i ntct'ssity of depart- 
ing from tho practici of alio -vitig tho moas- 
urenieDta to bo dulerniiiitd between the 
mill owners and the hiugers, nu account of 
the cumplaint made by ihe latter that tho 
mill owners toke unfair advantage of them. 
They therefore ask for tho appointment of 
otlicidl scab rs. The oot of u oouplo of 
years fgo had not boon put into 
efteot because it would have been impossible 
for tho one ntrnial there provided for to do 
tho work r, (jairod in different parts of the 
country. Year by year, owing to tho de- 
pression in the lumber icdustiy, the prices 
paid to tho loggers havo been reduced, and 
this b«ia added to their dissatisfaction with 
the measurements allowed them. It has 
been stated also that in some instances the 
government have not received tho proper 
amount for the timber taken off the public 
lands. The present bill provides for the 
division of the province into six districts, 
with an official scaler for each, though one 
man may be appointed for two or three. He 
thought that at tho outset at all events three 
official Ecalera will be enough for the six 
diatricts. From time to time, aa the in- 
dustry inoreases in importanoe, no doubt 
further legislation will be required, but he 
thought the bill will be satiefaotory for the 
present. It makes measurement by an 
ollioinl soalhr imperative before any timbtr 
can ba exported from the proviooe. He pro- 
posed to introduce in committee a provision 
that partioa at present holding leases will 
not be put to any extra ohargo on 
this aooount, as it is obviously wrong in 
principle that the charge to leaseholders 
should be altered, to an extent however 
slight, during tho term of their loaaca. Tho 
bill is not to como into force until pro- 
cluimed, aa a matter of justice to the mill 
owners, who it must he said have given 
every assistance in the preparation of this 
bill. It appears that tho scale in use in 
Ontario ia not applicable here, on account 
of tho much greater size of tho timber of tliia 
province, and tho rule now applied 
the mill-men stato is not fair to 
them. An investigation will be held to 
ascertain whether there is juatico iu this 
complaint, and until this fact ia determined 
it is thought better not to put the act into 
force. The delay ho supposed would not he 
more than a month or oix weeks. The bill 
he considered about as fair a one as can be 
introduced in the intcreat of both loggeis 
and mill ownera. The details aro simply to 
Cirry out the principle that timber shall in 
future bo measured by the government.
